1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention:

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, applicant urges that claims 1 and 12 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 
809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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2. During a telephone conversation with Blake Johnston on 9/8/04 a provisional election 
was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of species I, claims 1-7 and 12-16. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 
8-1 1 and 17-20 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 

1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i). 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 3, 4, 6, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

During the provisional election, applicant indicated that claims 3, 4, 6, 13 and 14 (among 
others) read on the elected species depicted in figs. 1-12. However, these claims recite a slot in 
the fi-ont bracket. This feature is not present in the elected species. In view of applicant's 
provisional indication that these claims read on the elected species, the scope of these claims 
cannot be determined. If applicant agrees that these claims do not read on the elected species, 
this should be indicated in applicant's response. These claims will then be withdrawn fi-om 
consideration. 
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6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Oflfice action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (I), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AJQPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

7. Claims 1, 2 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ishida 
*447. 

Ishida teaches a vehicle having the structure as claimed. The vehicle includes a front 
frame element 2A', a front bracket 9/2A, a seat bracket 18, a rear frame element 9Ea, a rear 
bracket 14, a pin 26A and a slot 18 A". 

8. Claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 12, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Lim '304.

Lim teaches a vehicle having the structure as claimed. The vehicle includes a front frame 
element 62, a front bracket 12, a seat bracket 10, a rear frame element 14, a rear bracket 32, a pin 
40, a slot (18 or 19) and a tension spring 34. The pin is considered to join the seat bracket and 
rear bracket as broadly claimed. 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claims 5 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ishida in 
view Shih. 

As set forth above, Ishida teaches substantially all that is claimed, but does not teach that 
the vehicle is a tricycle. However, folding tricycles are well known as taught by Shih. It would 
have been obvious to modify Ishida, by including three wheels, as taught by Shih, to provide a 
stable vehicle.
